Old Warrior Reviews Events from Ini- 
tial Embarkation to the Present 
and Shows That the Army 
Has Been Well Cared 
For. 


Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, L. I., Sep- 
tember 2.—Major General Joseph Wheeler 


gave t'he following to the Associated Press 


today: 

“Heaaquarters United States Forces, 
Camp Wikoff, I, IL, September 1, 1898.— 
The follcwing is a sample of the letters we 
are constantly receiving regarding the sol- 
diers in the camp: 

“‘In regard to my stepson, we feel very 
yneasy about him on account of the news- 
paper reports of the privation and suffer- 
ing inflicted on the private soldiers. Al- 
though he has never uttered a complaint 
since he has been in the army, we hear 
from other sources of the horrible treat- 
ment inflicted on our soldiers under the 
pretense of humanity ‘for our neighbors, 
and the whole country is in a state of ter- 
rible excitement. I snould not be sur- 
prised if the feeling shomnld lead to a revo- 
lution of some kind, as I assure you I hear 
on all sides the most violent and bitter de- 
nunciations of the war department and the 
administration. It is indeed a great pity 
that the glory of our triumphs should be 


dimmed by such a shameful thing as the 


ill-treatment and starvation of our OW} 
Lrave soldiers ‘while the Spanish prisoners 
have-the best treatment that the country 
can afford.’ 

“Tt will be seen that this letter 


says that not a word of complaint has 
been received from this soldier and so 
far as my investigation goes no com- 
plaint has been mace by any of the 
“prave soldiers that have added glory 


to our arms in the Cuban campaign. 

“A great many anxious fathers, moth- 
ers, brothers or sisters arrive here from all 
parts of the United States to look after 
their relatives, whom they say the papers 
tell them are suffering, and many of them 
have heard that their relatives are in a 
condition of starvation. Most of these 
people are little able to expend the money 
on such a journey, and they are surprised) 
when they come here to find their relatives 
surrounded with everything to eat which 
can be procured by money; and if sick in 
the hospital they are gratified and surpris- 
ed to find that they are given every possi- 
ble care. In reply to a direct request that 
I will give the exact facts as I see them, 
I will say: 

“Every officer and soldier who went ‘uv 
Cuba regarded that he was given a great 
and special privilege in being permitted 
to serve in that campaign. 

“They knew they were to encounter 
yellow fever and other diseases as well 
as the torrid heat of the country, and 


they were proud and glad to co 50. 

“They knew that it was impossible fer 
them to have the advantage of wagon 
transportation which usua!ly accompanies 
armies, and yet officers and men were 
glad to go to carry their blankets and 
their rations on their backs, and to be 
Subjected, without any shelter, to the

by night. Tihey certainly knew that the 
Spaniards had spent years in erecting de- 
fenses, and it was their pleasure to assault 
and their duty to capture the Spanish 
works.

American honor and prestige was to

“The brave men who won the victories 
did not complain of the neglect of the 
government, but on the contrary they seem- 
e@ grateful to the president and secretary 
of war for giving them the opportunity 
to incur these dangers and hardships. They 
realized that in the hurried organization 
of an expedition by a government which 
had no one with experience in such matters

“To avoid guch a catastrophe 
which is more thorougthly fectated nae 
the people than any other locality which 
could be found, was selected. By these 
wise means the country has been saved 
from a scourge of this dreadful disease. 
Everyone will realize that to land 18,000 
men and put them on bare fields without 
any buildings whatever could not be done 
without some hardships. Over 5,000 very 
sick men ‘have been received in the gen- 
era] hospital, and as many more sick have 
been cared for in the camps, and yet crly 
about sixty deaths have occurrediin these 
hospitals. 

“Tents had to be erected nnd hospitals 
constructed and preparations to supply 
those 18,000 men with wholesome water, 
food, medicines, physicians, nurses, cooks, 
hospital furniture, wagons, ambulances and 
the other needs essential] to caring for 
18,000 men, fully half of whom are very sick 
or in a feeble physical condition. In addi- 
tion to this, most of the bedding and much 
of the clothing was left in Santiago to pre- 
vent yellow fever infection. All of these 
deficiencies have had to be supplied. We 
had but one line of railroad to bring these 
supplies, and some times there have been 
delays.’”’ 


PECK DEPARTS . FOR PARIS. 


COMMISSIONER TO EXPOSITION IS 
GIVEN A PARTING BANQUET. 


He Tells What He Wants America To 
Accomplish in Cementing Warm- 
er Friendship. 


New York, September 2.—Ferdinand W. 
Peck, commissioner general to the Paris 
exposition, who, with several members of 
his staff, sails tomorrow on the French 
liner La Touraine, was the principal figure 
at a banquet held tonight in the main 
saloon of the La Touraine, lying in the 
North river. The hundreds of ‘ladies and 
gent en present were the 
friends of the commissioner general from 
Chicago, Washington ana elsewhere. 

At the conclusion of the difner the com- 
missioner general was called upon for a 
speech. In response to the call the host of 
the evening said in part: 

“There are two important features now 
in contemplation outside of the exhibits of 
our manufactures and industries. One is 
the erection by the school chi.dren of 
America of a monument in Paris over the 
bones of that knight of liberty, the. im- 
mortal La Fayette, to be unveiled on 
United States day, July 4, 1900. This will be 
made a most conspicuously grand event. 
It will rouse the patriotism of our people; 
it will elicit the cordial reeling of France 
and will compel the admiration of the 
world. This monument will stand in per- 
petuity to unite.the two republics long 
after the exposition of 1900 shall have pass- 
ed into“history. 

‘‘My friends, I now ask you to rise and 
4oin me in the sentiment of closer unity be- 
tween the two great republics of the world, 
the United States and France. May the 
great event which is to commemorate the 
passing and beginning of a century forever 
assure to these sister nations the fraternity 
inaugurated by the immortal La Fayette 
more than one hundred years ago, a fra- 
ternity again cemented by the friendiy 
diplomacy of the ambasador of France in 
promcting the blessings of ptace that have 
come after our recent struggle with a for- 
eign foe. La Fayette and Cambon, the 
knight of liberty of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, the wise diplomat of the nineteenth 


century. ‘ine Alnerican Peale vel never 
forget them or their mother country— 
France.”’ 


POLITICAL DEAL IN ARKANSAS. 


Republicans and Populists Have 


Agreed To Support Same Ticket. 

Little Rock, Ark., September 2.—A politi- 
cal deal of much importance came to light 
today which in general is a plan to con- 
solidate the republican and populist vote in 
next Monday’s state election. 

When the republican convention was held 
in Little Rock some time ago a full state 
ticket was nominated and a little later the 
populist convention also nominated a full 
state ticket, the sentiment among the rank 
and file of the populists being against fu- 
sion with the republicans. But by the ar- 
rangement entered into by the leaders of 
the two parties which came to light today, 
the populists have agreed to Sacrifice all of 
their state ticket except the head in ex- 
change for republican support of W. S. 
Morgan, the populist candidate for gover- 
nor. 

A ticket has been issued and placed in 
the hands of the republican and populist 
voters in all the closes districts. On this 
ticket the names of both Morgan, the popu- 
list, and Auten, the republican nominee for 
governor, appear, but all other populist 
candidates are left off and only the names 
of republican candidates appear. The re- 
publicans are expected to vote for Morgan 
for governor and the populists to vote for 
the republican candidates for other state 
offices. Should the scheme prove success- 
ful it may have an important bearing on 
the result of Monday’s election. 


INSURGENTS KEEPING © BUSY. 


Troops Are Capturing Islands of the 
Philippine Group. 

Manila, September 2.—Several shiploads 
of insurgent troops have invaded = _ the 
southern islands with the view of seizing 
everything possible i to the settlement 
of the peace conditions. General Rios, the 
Spanish commander, with a flotilla of gun- 
boats, is acting energetically, but the in- 
surgents have captured the outiying is- 
lands of Rofblon and Palawan, where they 
found treasures to the amount of $42,000. 
The prisoners captured have arrived here.

THE AUTHORITIES 


General Says Troops Should Never Have 
Gone To Cuba in Summer. 


SEVERE IN HIS CRITICISM 


Declares Soldiers Should Not Have 
Been Sent Over at That Time. 


COUNTRY WAS INFESTED WITH FEVER 


American Commander Recounts the 


Campaign and Lays Burden on 
Washington Officials. 


New York, September 2—The World 
prints an interview with General Shafter, 
in which he is represented as saying: 

“At Santiago we had to deal with things 
as they are, not as they should be. Of 
course, there was sickness. It was! inevita- 
ble in a summer campaign. But nobody 
was neglected. The doctors were scarce 
at first, but we had boat loads of them 
as soon as they could get there. The doctors 
got sick like the rest. They were over- 
worked and exhausted. But their ability 
was unquestionable. Look at the low per- 
centage of deaths from wounds. It never 
was lower in any war. Why, in the civil 
war I lay on the battlefield myself until 
maggots developed in my wounds, and 
that was near by, not down in a malarious. 
sub-tropical country far away. The men 
who ordered a summer campaign in a fe- 
ver infected country are responsible for 
the natural and unavoidable consequences. 
None of our wounded were allowed to lie 
on the battlefield as I was in the civil war. 
It was the heat that was so deadly, and 
the rains. The more torrid the heat be- 
come as the showers ‘ell. They would 
drench everybody without cooling the air. 
In a few minutes under the sun again 
every man would be steaming. Men of 
the strongest type succumbed. 

“Our first case of yellow fever developed 
at El Caney. But the army was ripe for it, 
and it spread like a prairie fire. Many a 
man had yellow fever who never will know 
it. And, to tell the truth, it is not so dan- 
Serous as the calentura or heat attacks 
that unacclimated men have ta the mala- 
rious regions of Cuba. Why, it is a common 
thing for a man’s temperature to rise from 
& normil state to 105 in a few hours. That 
means death in most cases. 

“It can give cards and spades to yel- 
low fever in the game of death. I’d rather 
have yellow fever. I tell you when a man 
burns up inside there is little hope for him. 

: Men Were Not Acclimated.

Many of them never had slept out of doors 
before they went into camp. How could 
they be molded into proper material for 
such a climate and such a campaign? It 
could not be done. These men, you see, 
coming back with thin bodies and the 


site of the low fever of the Santiago pla- 
teaus. 

“The “coolair’ and good homé care will 
cure them. We had to choose the lesser 
of two evils-—to ship the men north to a 
healthy climate, not wanting to keep them 
where they must die. We at the front did 
not wait to let the fever have its run. We 
wanted to save life. (Now the problem 
Was to save the most lives possible. We 
never had a foreign war since 1812-14. The 
United States has no hospital ships. It 
was not 2 question of using what was best, 
but what you had. We used the trans- 
ports that brought the troops down. 

“If I could have had a few weeks to 
equip hospital ships, the conditions would 
have been better. If the war had con- 
tinued we would have stayed right there, 
feyer or no fever. The sudden end of the 
war was unexpected. We were not pre- 
pared for the unexpectd. I made it an 
invariable rule to send home 25 per cent 
less men on atransport that she had 
brought south. That was a fair view to 
take. 

“I am satisfied with the Santiago cam- 
paign. When it is fully understood, with 
all its difficulties, it will receive just place 
in military history. We were hurried off 
to Cuba. We landed and could not have 
got our stores back on board ship if we 
had wanted to. When the invasion was 
planned it was obvious that it must be 
arush. Such it was: 

“And it was a success—complete and un- 
equivocal. Many things were done. it ts 
true, that were forced upon us by the exi- 
gencies of the hour, but the means em- 
ployed even under such stress proved to be 
wisely chosen. I was compelled to do a 
great many things that under different 
conditions would not have been considered. 

| Reviews the Battles. 

“The engagement at E/ Caney, I hoped 
would be finished at 10 o’clock, but it took 
until § o’clock, and IT rather fee] now that 
it was for the best. If I had had Lawton 
on the right of the line we would have 
undoubtedly taken the city of Santiago 
that night, in which case only the garri- 
son then there would have surrendered to 
us; whereas, later, all the troops in the 
région surrounding were included. I knew 
that the war was over as soon as Toral 
spoke to me about surrendering the troops 
in the eastern province. 

‘‘We never had on the fighting line at 
any one time more than 13,000 men. And 
with these we captured 27,000. 

*“‘Nine thousand Spaniards were fortified 
in the best intrenched position I ever saw. 
Indeed, the intrenchments were of such 
a character that shelling with the guns 
did not do them serious damage. 
Where a thirteen-inch shell from our 
ships dropped into a house in the town it 
demolished the dwelling, but all the occu- 
pants were. gone.” : 

‘““‘Did Cervera’s men help in the San Juan 
fight?’ I asked, to clear up a mooted point. 

“Yes, indeed. He had 1,000 men ashore 
from his fleet in the battle of the ist of 
July. His chief of staff, Bustamente, was 
killed. His marines and sailors suffered 
severely. Cervera put them all back on 
board July 2d and on the 3d he tried to 
get. to seq. 

“The Spaniards were down to their last 
bit of rice when they surrendered, but 
they chivalrously declined on the first day 
to accept rations offered to them. They 
said that American charity humiliated 
them, but I noticed that they came around 
for the grub the second day.”

ALL FRANCE 1$ WORKER UP 


Government Dolng AN It Can To Stem 
the Tide of Agitation, 


ARMY OFFICERS ARE RESIGNING 


The Minister of War Is Alone in the 
Cabinet Opposing a Review of 
the Trial Which Sent the 
Artillerist to Life- 

Long Prison. 


Paris, September 2, 11 p. m.—The report 
put in circulation by a news agency that 
a revision of the Dreyfus case had been 
decided upon appears_to be premature. 

It is now pointed out that a revision may 
be sanctioned by the cabinet under the 
presidency of M. Faure. No such council 
has as yet sat; but M. Cavaignac, minister 
of war, conferred at great length today 
with M. Savaron, minister of justice, and 
M. Brisson, president of the council and 
interior. 

The presumption ia that these conferences 
had to do with the proposal of revision; 
but the results have not been made public. 

The most pessimistic feelings exist. It 
is the common’ belief that Great Britain 
and Russia are 6n the eve of war, and trat 
the consequencés 6f the Dreyfus scandal 
will involve Franeé in war with Germany. 

The government is doing its best to stem 
the rising tide of agitation by a studied 
quiescence which scandalizes The Journal 
des Debats and other papers, and it may 
succeed in geétting over the crisis. M. 
Faure ignofes the reproaches of the press 
and remains at Havre. . 

M. Bourgeis, mittster of education, ta itt 
Switzerland. Hig address i¢ not known 
‘here. M. Petriel, minister of finance, is at 
Marseilles, and M. Lockroy, minister of 
marine, is at Cherbourg. 

Cabinet Members Busy. 

In the meantime M. Cavaignac, minister 
of war, and M. Savaron, minister of justice, 
are busy enough. M. Savaron, as has been 
said, had prolonged conferences with M. 
Brisson this afternoon, and after M. Cav- 
aignac’s long interview with M. Savaron, 
both ministers looked ruffled. These and 
other impromptu ministerial conferences 
were devoted to an endeavor to convince 
the minister for war of the necessity on 
political grounds of a revision of the 
Dreyfus case, which the whole country, in- 
cluding the army, now demands. 

High officers confess that the revision 
will probably entail war, but they say that 
would be preferable to having the army 
remain under a cloud with the possibil- 
ities of agitation leading to civil strife. 

Almost all the mimisters, it is believed, 
are now in favor of revision. M. Cav- 
aignac is alone obdurate, insisting that he 
must first finish his departmental inqu!i- 
ries, and that even then :he wil) only act 
under pressure of a threat of publication 
abroad of such disclosures as would leave 
him no alternative to revision. 

‘Resignations Are Threatenei. 

Several officers of the highest distinction, 
it is alleged, threaten to resign their com- 
missions in order to force the government 
to act. Among the crowd of speculations 
and alleged revelations, however, none 
that is actually new has been disclosed. 
General Pelliuex is furiois at having been 
deceived. He has written to the governor 
of Paris, asking with brutal frankness to 
be placed on the retired lisf, as he does 
not wish to be mixed up with ‘‘men lack- 
ing al} sense of honor.” The governor has 
begged him to reconsider his decision. M. 
de Pressense, member of the chamber of 
deputies and foreign editor of The Temps, 
is organizing meeting throughout the 
country in favor of revision, 

M. Lasies, a member of the chamber of 
deputies, had an interview this morning 
with the minister for war, M. Cavaignac, 
on the recent developments in: the Dreyfus 
case. The minister reiterated that he was 
convinced of the guilt of the prisoner, but 
added that at the same time he was de- 
termined to punish all] who had been dere- 
lict in their duty. 

The deputy afterwards declared that so 
long as M. Cavaignac was minister for 
war there would be no revision of the 
Dreyfus case, adding that in the event ef 
& revision the trial could not again be 
held behind closed doors, and, as it would 
be impossible to produce publicly some of 
the documents, the acquittal of Dreyfus 
would certainly result from e reopening of 
the case. 

M. Zola remains in hiding; but he has 
written a letter of congratulations to Mme. 
Dreyfus. Colonel Picquart.implores Mai- 
tre La Borie, who was ccuneel for Zola in 
his recent trial, to cease efforts to obtain 
this (Picquart’s) freedom, as he says he 
can wait until September 2ist, when the will + 
be liberated and can face his accusers. 
Mudame Dreyfus, so far, has taken no 
action.

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BLACK RETURNS 
TO WASHINGTON 


Finds Camps in South Better Than He 
Had Expected, 


IS PLEASED WITH HUNTSVILLE 


Hospital at Chickamauga Is Criticised 
| | by the Governor. 


SAYS SOME ONE IS 10 BLAME 


Declares That Investigation Will Re- 
veal Responsible Man and That 
He Should Be Discharged. 


Washington, September 2.—Governor 
Frank 8S. Black and party, of New York, 
arrived in Washington today from a trip 
during which they visited the mobilization 
camps at Chickamauga Park, Lexington, 
Ky., and Huntsville, Ala. 

Governor Black’s idea in visiting the 
camps was to ascerfain their conditions, 
particularly as they related to the New 
York troops located there, desiring from 
personal observation to be in @ position to 
recommend to the war department what 
New York regiments should be mustered 
out of the service at once. AS a result of 
his investigation, he will suggest to the 
war duthorities that the Ninth and Four- 
teenth New York regiments, located at 
Chickamauga, be relieved from service as 


soon as practicable. 

The Twelfth New York, located at Lex- 
ington, and the Sixty-ninth New York, 
located at Huntsville, are in excellent con- 
dition, and while the men of both regi- 
ments would be glad to receive an order 
mustering them out, there is no pressing 
need, in the opinion of Governor Black, for 
their leaving the service at this time. 

Governor Black in discussing the condi- 

tion of the camps declares they were alt 
in better condition than he had expected 
to find them. ‘He was especially —— 
with Camp Wheeler at Huntsville, e 
ge Ch:ckamavga the regimental hospit- 
als are in good condition. They are well 
provided for, and the patients are recelv- 
ing careful attention. In the second divis- 
ion hospital the conditions are not good. 
In that there are ‘about 200 patients. While 
I do not speak as an expert, I do say that 
the hospital is not well managed or ade- 
quately supplied either with stores or with 
help. A large majority..of the patients are 
suffering from fever, yet when we were 
there they had neither rice nor milk—two 
requisites, it seems to me, in the treatment 
of fever cases. The blame for this con- 
dition of affairs, if blame is to be attached, 
I do not pretend to fix. Criticism of the 
secretary of war for this and similar con- 
ditions.{n other camps and hospitals is not, 
as I ‘take it, proper or becoming. He cannot 
be familiar with the condition of every 
_$lck soldier in the United States, or be 
in personal touch with al} the minute de- 
tails of camp and hospital life. When his 
attention is directed to the cases I men- 
tion, the secretary applies a remedy. My 
idea is that a man, I do not say who, who 
is near the scenes of the conditions com- 
plained of, is responsible for them. He 
ought to apply the remedy, and if he does 
not, then his head should come off. 

“This is a vast problem the country is 
now solving—a problem not of war, but of 
life and personal security. It requires the 
most careful and considerate attention. 
We must not be hysterica] in our com- 
ments or obvious to patent facts. Withal, 
we must be just to all. This war has 
taught this country a lesson that it has 
needed for a long time. That is, with our 
immense resources of wealth and of popu- 
lation we cannot put into the fleld a great 
army in a few weeks without serious con- 
sequences. We ought to maintain an army 
commensurate in some degree with our 
size.

TEN NEW CASES OF YELLOW JACK 


Marine Hospital Service Receives Ad- 
vices from Orwood, Miss. 

Washington, September 2.—The marine 
hospital service was officially advised today 
of the ten new cases of yellow fever which 
have been discovered at Orwood, Miss. 

The officials are at sea as to the origin 
of the fever there and have no definite 
theories to work upon, They are endeay- 
oring to trace the causes. 

There is a possibility that the victims 
brought the germs in their clothes to of- 
wood fram some point heretofore infected, 
but the nearest one is Durrant, where the 
epidemic touched last year, and even on 
this theory the warm weather should have 
brought out the ‘fever. 

Orwood is far from the railroad and the 
fever, therefore, might not have been 
brought by that means. A thorough in- 
vestigation is to be made. There is no dis- 
quieting news from any other points save 
Orwood. 

Yellow Fever at Taylor Station. 


Jackson, Miss., September 2.—The board 
of health has received a telegram from In- 
spector Grant stating that yellow fever has 
appeared at Taylor station. No report of 
the number of cases is made.

ter ten days’ work, adjourned at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon to meet again in this city, 
September 20th. 

What the commissicnerg accomplished 
up to this point or what they are iikely 
to accomplish in the future can only be 
inferred from outward indications. Abso- 
hutely nothing has been revéaled from 
within the meeting rcoms of the commis- 
sion. From the very first session until 
the adjournment the commissioners on 
beth sides have repeatedly stated that the 
most friendly refations existed on both 
sides, and that the representatives of 
both governments manifested a _ disposi- 
tion, even a determination, to reach a 
final adjustment of the questions of in- 
ternational diepute before them. Tn fact, 
everything that has transpired before the 
public eye in connection with the ‘confer- 
ence has confirmed these statements. 

But there are questions which many pre- 
dict the commissioners will have great dif- 
ficulty in adjusting, if they are able to ad- 
just them at all. Somé of these difficul- 
ties are foreshadowed tn what has taken 
place here during the past three davs. 

Want No Change: in Duties. 

Three powerful industries of the United 
States. by their representatives, have ap- 
peared here praying the American mem- 
bers of the conference: 4@ make no change 
in the duties now imposed ution the Cana- 
dian. products of lyumbér,’ fish and pulp 
paper. 

The lumber Interest {s the most !mport- 
ant of the three and it is known that be- 
tween this and the reconvering of the 
conference attive stens will be taken by 
the United States limber men to forestall 
any action on the part of thé eommission 
in the way of opening wider United States 
markets for Canadian lumber. 

Another powerful industry yet to be 
heard from is the agricultural interest. 
The farmers of the United States, it is 
known, will oppose most vigorously any ad- 
justment of affairs which will involve a 
reduction of the duty on Canadian agricul- 
tural products. Yet these are some of the 
concessions the Canadian government de- 
sires. 

If the joint high commission had nothing 
to do but settle the Behring sea question, 
the boundary lines of Alaska, the fisheries 
or any group or all of the twelve ques- 
tions enumerated in the protocol. no doubt 
they could do it, but the greater question 
of reciprocity has seemed to force itself 
‘before the conference, and the question 
will be difficult to settle. 

Boston Agrees with Canada. 

So far as known, the only expression 

from the United States in accord with 


the Canadian views of reciprocity is that 
coming from the Boston chamber of com- 
merce. These genlemen told the com- 
missioners that they favored the freest 
possibie trade relations with Canada, and 
that they spoke for a very large number of 
manufacturing interests of the eastern and 
northern states. Against this argument 
came the protest of the lumbermen who 
declared that their. industry alone gave 
employment to a number of American citl- 
zens as large as the entire population of 
Canada, and they desired the duty on the 
lumber to remain as it is. Thus it may 
be seen from a very superficial view of the 
situation that the joint high commission 
has a task of the greatest importance, and 
one that is accompanied by the greatest 
difficulties.

To Mrs. Dodge, his wife, the deceased 
gives $14,000, which his executors are to 
set aside and invest for that purpose. In 
eddition he gives his wife all the real es- 
tate he owned on St. Simon's island. The 
will expressly provides, @owever, that in 
event his wife marries again the income 
from the $25,000 invested is to«cease from 
the day of her marriage. 

To his mother, Mrs. Rebecca Dodge, he 
leaves considerable real estate, and to be 
divided between his mother and his wife 
all the Household furniture owned by him. 
To Mary Vido Rheinhard and Mary Ellen 
Callahaa, two children taken into his home, 
he gives the sum of $3,.~0 each. These 
amounts are to be set aside as investment 
and the interest paid them until they at- 
tain twenty-five years of age. If at that 
time the executors decide that the children 
have been good and are deserving of the 
amounts, it is to be paid over to them. 

To his father, now a resident of Danville, 
Ill., he expressly provides téat no funds 
from his estate be given, and that none of 
his family have any part of his estate. 

The estate in the majority is given to 
the diocese’ of Georgia Episcopal church. 
The executors are his wife, his mother, 
John A. Foster and Rev. C. K. Nelson, 
bishop of Georgia. Nelson and Mr. 
Foster are expressly absolved from giving 
bond. .They are also expressly 
from any order of courts, any laws of 
any state and any consultation with any 
one aS to how the estate must be used. 
Whatever the executors decide to do with 
the estate in carrying out his wishes they 
can do, and no one is allowed to interfere 
in any manner whatever with them. They 
are to receive $39 per year each for their 
services. The share of the estate which 
will revert to the Episcopal church of 
Georgia is variously esiimated from $50,000 
to $100,000. While he gave away enormous 
sums in his life, the estate yet remains 
very vaiuable, and consists of rea] estate, 
stocks and bonds in this and other states.

HIGH WATER IN NORTH GEC@=GIA 


Creeks Overfiow Banks, Doing Dam- 
age to Crops. 

Cartersville, Ga., September 2.—(Special.) 
The grourf@ being already full of water, 
the heavy and continued rain of last night 
raised the water courses in this vicinity to 
an extent that has already brought dam- 
age and promises to bring more to the 
farms and the growing crops. Pettit’s 
creek, running within tess than a mile of 
here, was higher this morning than known 
before in twenty years, caused by the 
heavy rainfall northeast of here. Dr. 
Thomas Baker, whose large farm lies at 
the mouth of the stream, where it empties 
into the Etowah, has 100 acres of corn 
ruined by the overfiow and washes. Other 
farmers above him have also suffered. The 
Etowah river has risen thirteen feet since 
last night, has overflowed its banks in 
the low places and is still rising. The large 
Spring that furnishes the city with water 
is filled with overflow water, which pre- 
vents pumping for drinking use, and a 
water famine is imminent in the city if 
the rains continue so as to keep the 
tiver up. 


Oostanaula Rising. 

Rome, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)—The 
heavy and incessant rains of the past two 
days have set the Vostanau:a and Etowah 
rivers to booming, and the people of Rome 
are becoming apprehensive. 

_The Uostanaula, which flows into the 
Coosa on the western side of Rome, is 
rising a foot an nour. The Etowah is 
coming up even more rapidly and threat- 
ens the eastern and southern part of the 
city. Should the rains cease now the rivers 
would continue to rise some _ thirty-six 
hours, which will probably place them out 
of their banks, though not to any serivus 
extent. The rain continues to come down, 
however, with a steady insistance that 
augurs badly for the prospects. 

: The last heavy flood in Rome occurred 
in 1886, though the rivers were out of their 
banks in 1887 and 1892. The 'S6 flood was 
the worst Rome ever experienced and the 
water was several feet deep on Broad 
Street and the stores along it. 

Conditions have changed a great deal 
Since then, however. Broad street has been 
raised above the mark of the ’86 freshet. 
and three-fourths of the business houses 
are high and dry above all danger. While 
there is some uneasmess felt now. no move- 
ment of people in the threatened districts 
has begun.

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‘WHO OWNS THAT 
BRIDGE IN MACON? 


That Is the Question Now Boing Asked 
in Bibb County. 


IT NEEDS SOME REPAIRING 


And the City and County Dispute 
About Ownership. 


FACTS SHOWING IT IS CITY PROPERTY 


An Tnsurance War About To Be Start- 
ed in Macon—Circular of a Prom- 
inent Agent. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)—There 
has been some discussion of late as to 
whether the city of Macon or the county of 
Bibb owns what is known as the city 
bridge which crosses the Ocmulgee river 
at the foot of Fifth street, and whiclf con- 
nects East Macon with West Macon. The 
discussion has arisen from the recent un- 
safety of the bridge, and the rerognized ne- 
cessity of the building of a new bridge. 
There seems to be some doubt whether the 
city or the county owns the bridge. It has 
been accepted for many long years that 
the bridge was the property of the city of 
Macon. The city has had complete control 
of the bridge almost from time immemorial, 
and has almost rebuilt or repaired the 
Strueture as requirements demanded. In- 
vestigation as to the ownership of the 
bridge will soon be made in order to as- 
certain ‘positively to whom the bridge be- 
longs, and who should construct the much- 
needed new bridge, the city or the county. 

The City’s Property. 

The investigation, no doubt, will show 
that the bridge belongs to the rity of Ma- 
con, because of the following facts: 

In November, 1826, the first bridge across 
the Ocmulgee was completed. It was built 
at the expense of the state of Georgia, by 
Danie] Platt and Alexander McGregor, and 
Was a very creditable structure. The gTan- 
ite pillars upon which it stood sti'l remain 
to uphold the present bridge. In 1828, by act 
of the legislature, the state sold the bridge 
to the town of Macon, and it has ever since 
been the property of Macon. The bridge 
withstood the Harrison and all other 
freshets until] 1863, when it was washed 
away. Owing to the war the bridge was 
not rebuilt unti] 1866, when Colonel W. lL 
Maxwell was given the contract to rebuild 
it, and that bridge which was erected by 
him is the present wooden structure which 
has become much worn and unsightly, and 
will no doubt soon be replaced by a hand- 
some modern iron bridge to\ be erected by 
the city. It is Mayor Price’s idea that a 
beautiful roof garden be built on top of the 
bridge, where the people can collect and 
be regaled with music and otherwise enter- 
tained. The granite pillars upon which 
the first bridge was erected have been 
raised several feet so as to place the bridge 
above the highest water mark. For many 
years toll was charged to cross the pridge, 
but the city made it a free bridge many 
years ago. The city employs a _ bridge- 
keeper. 

During the confederate war, when Gener- 
al Stoneman, of Uthe federal army, was 
advancing from Atlanta to capture Maron, 
and when he arrived at Clinton, in Jones 
county, he was surprised to learn that the 
city bridge at Macon had been carried away 
by a freshet a short time before. 

An Insurance War. 

Hon. Henry Horne, & well-known fire 
insurance agent, has given notice to the 
local boari cf underwriters that he will 
withdraw his membership pending a read- 
justmenat of the rates. He savs the rates 
ary too high in Macon, and he represents 
compames tha: will give lower rates. Mr. 
Horne has addressed the followiag inter- 
esting comm anication to the local board: 

“nie I’. A. Williams, Manager, Macon, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: I beg to notify you that from 
this date I will not be bound by the exist- 
ing rates of the Southeastern Tariff Asso- 
ciation as they apply to business in Macon. 

“T have been aware for a long time of 
methoes that have been empioyed by com- 
panies represented at Macon by which ad- 
vantage bas been taken by companies and 
agents wtio have maintained the tariff as- 
sociation’s rules and rates. I do not pro- 
pose to compete with my brother agents 
in any underhanded manner; but to com- 
pete with them fairly and openly. I have 
always believed that the present rates ex- 
istivg are unreasonable on a certain class 
of business, in which selection of the moral 
and physical hazard will compare favora- 
bly with similar risks in other sections of 
the United States. I do not wish to enter 
inte a competition that will mean an un- 
reasonable demoralization of rates and re- 
sult in chaos; but belleving that a uniform 
reduction should be made and until that 
reduction is made, I intend to act indepen- 
dent of the Southern Tagff Association 
rules and rates. I only wa what is fair 
and equitable to the assured as well as to 
the companies that wave to carry the 
risks, and I am prepared to meet a com- 
mittee from the local underwriters to en- 
deavor to agree upon an adjustment of 
rates that will give the assured a uniform 
rate fair and equitable to all parties con- 
cerned, I assure the members of the assoct- 
ation that there is. no personal feeling 
whatever in this matter. On account of 
my absence from the city for a few days I 
regret I will not be able to meet any com- 
mittee from the board until Monday or 
Tuesday of next week. Yours very truly,

| Bibb County Tax Rate. 

Today Clerk Davis, of the board of 
county commissioners, figured the tax rate 
of Bibb county for the present year at 
$8.79 on every thousand doilars’ worth of 
property. His estimate will be submitted 
to the commissioners at their meeting on 
next Tuesday, and the probability is they 
will adopt it. This rate will be an increase 
on last year’s rate of $1.20 on the thousand. 
The state rate this year is $6.21, or an in- 
crease of $1 on the thousand, If Clerk Da- 
vis’s estimate for county is accepted, the 
combined state and county rate for Bibb 
will be $15 on the thousand, or $1.0 on 
every $100. The rate last year was $1.28 on 
the hundred. The rate this year will be the 
highest Bibb county has ever had. The in- 
crease in county rate is due to several 
causes, to-wit: The county incurred an ex- 
tra expense this year of about $7,000 on ac- 
count of smallpox; there has been a de- 
crease of $300,000 in taxable values, and 
last year the commissioners lowered the 
tax rate, which caused the total revenue 
to run several thousand dollars behind 
the aggregate expenses. Chere will no doubt 
be a great deal of kicking on the part of 
property owners when the high tax rate 
becomes known, but there is no way of 
avoiding the levy and payment.

One hundred were furloughed today.

Secretary Issues an Order Directing 
All States To Provide. 
Washington, September 2.—Senator Allen, 
of Nebraska, was at the war department 
today looking after the interests of the 
sick Nebraska soldiers. He had received 
a telegram from Omaha saying that [hese 
soldiers were arriving there without pro- 

vision having been made for their care. 

Secretary Alger at once directed that the 
adjutant general of Nebraska take charge 
of these sick soldiers and place them in 
hospitals, the expense to be borne by the 
United States. 

Subsequently a general order was issued 
to the adjutant generals Of the different 
states directing them to take charge of 
the sick aoidiers On the same basis. 

‘l’he instruction as sent in full by tele- 
graph to commanding officers of all camps, 
aepuartments and general hospitals, is as 
follows: 

‘It having been reported to the war de- 
pariment tnet Many convalescent so.diers, 
who have reveivea furlougns and started 
for their homes, have been taken ill on the 
way, and to avoid further occurences of 
this kind, it is suggested in the sirongest 
possipie terms tnat all soldiers traveling 
homeward on furloughs wiil exercise their 
best judgment .in caring ior themselves, 
especially thos®.who have been il! in hos- 
pitals with fevers. ‘Their appetites are 
very keen and unless they deny themselves 
everything excepi the necessary food of 
the simplest character they are in great 
danger of a relupse. This instruction 1s 
sent out hoping that it may catch the 
eye of those men en route and also for 
tne instruction of aurgeons at hospitals. 
It is ordered that no men shal} receive a 
furlough whom the surgeon in charge be- 
lieves to be unable to travel alone, and 
that no furloughed soldier shall leave a 
hospital without receiving full instructions 
as to his diet while en route to his home 
from his surgeon.” 


DEPUTY SHERIFFS ARE HISSED. 


They Marched Through Streets with 
Loaded Rifles and Fixed Bayonets. 
Pana, Ill, September 2.—Fifty-four of 

the deputy sheriffs who have been on guard 

at the Springside mines made a demon- 
stration this afternoon by marching 
through the city with loaded Springfield 
rifles and fixed bayonets, to City Hall park, 
where they rested.

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BE MUSTERED OUT 


Men of Alabama’s Regiments Will Soen 
Be at Home Agate, 


OFFICERS ARE AGAINST IT 


But the Privates and Non-Commission- 
ed Officers Want To Come Home. 


CONGRESSMEN HAVE BEEN HARD AT WORK 


And Have Assurance That the Two 
Regiments Will Soon Be Mus- 
tered Out of Service. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 2.—(Special.) 
There appears now to be but- littl& doubt 
that both of the white volunteer regiments 
which were raised in Alabama will be mus- 
tered out of the service of the United 
States without delay. Notwithstanding the 
claims of the majority of the officers to the 
contrary, it is apparent that a majority of 
the men in each of the regiments desire to 
be mustered out. The officers have had 
representatives in Washington who have 
been endeavoring to have the regiment re- 
tained in the service, but Congressmen 
Clayton and Underwood have been looking 
after the interests of the men, and the 
news comes, in a private way, from Wash- 
ington, that both of the regiments ‘have 
been placed on the muster-out list. Gov- 
ernor Johnston,, some two weeks ago, 
wired the war department requesting that 
the Second Alabama be returned to Ala- 
bama and discharged, and subsequently 
requested of the department that all of the 
men in both regiments who desired to be 
mustered out, be allowed to refire from the 
service. He suggested to the department, 
however, the propriety of forming a com- 
posite regiment of such of the Alabama vol- 
unteers as desired to go to Cuba. 

Yesterday Congressman Underwood re- 
turned to Alabama with the assurance 
from the war department that the First 
Alabama, which was mustered largely in 
this district, was not only on the list of 
those to be mustered out, but that it was 
very near the head of the list, and an or- 
der to remove it from Jacksonville to Ala- 
bama for disbanding will likely be issued 


in a few days.

Proposition Declined. 

Anniston, Ala.. September 2.—(Special.)— 
The city council at its meeting last nigitht 
considered a proposition from a committee 
representing a majority of the holders of 
city bonds, the-interest on which the city 
has not been able to pay, and which it has 
been endeavoring to compromise, while the 
bondholders thave been suing in the United 
States circuit court. The committee's prop- 
osition was to compromise the city’s 6 
per cent bonded indebtedness by having the 
city refund the principal and past due and 
unpaid coupons in thirty bonds, amounting 
in all to $327,800, bearing 2 per cent interest 
for the first five years, 3 per cent for the 
second five years, 4 per cent for the third 
five years and 5 ner cent for the remaining 
fifteen years, an average of 4 per cent. The 
proposition submitted contained as another 
principal condition a proviso that the city 
owners of bonds who had not gecne into the 
pool represented by the committee be not 
allowed to participate in the fruits of the 
compromise.

FAULT WAS WITH VOLUNTEERS. 


Senator Hanna Discusses High Death 
Rate in the Army. 

Cleveland, O., September 2.—Senator M. 
A. Hanna has returned to Cleveland, after 
a month’s outing in the Yellowstone park 
and the northwest. In the course of an 
interview concerning the reported suffer- 
ings in army camps, Mr. Hanna said: 

‘IT do not care to place the blame for the 
condition upon any one. I will say that 
the governors of the different states ap- 
pointed the volunteer officers, and we find 
that the illness among the troops comes 
from the volunteer ranks. The places for 
the location of the camps were selected be- 
cause of their availability and the general 
climatic conditions, 

‘Regular troops have been camped by 
the side of the volunteers, and no sickness 
among them. I do not wonder that the 
death rate has been high in some instances. 
Several times I visited Camp Aiger and 
looked carefully over the place. At the 
edge of the camp I found banana stands 
and places where beer and pop and such 
stuff were soid to the troops. This kind 
of stuff never helped the volunteers. 

‘‘Look at the task which has been per- 
formed by the administration. At the out- 
break of the war there was provision for 
but 25,000 men. I am acquainted personally 
with the heads of the war department, 
and I am positive they worked from six- 
teen to eighteen hours each day to equip 
and arm this great army of between 275,000 
and 300,000 men. The whole affair seems 
marvelous to me, and could not have been 
accomplished by any other nation in the 
world. The war department had a most 
stupendous task before it, and it was equal 
to the emergency.”’

Dr. G. A. Baxter, of this city, has pre- 
ferred charges of ‘‘conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman” against Major 
Surgeon Samuel D. Hubbard, of the Ninth 
New York regiment. The specifications are 
thai Dr. Hubbard “cursed and swore’ at 
Dr. Baxter and other Chattanooga physi- 
cians who had been called to attend Ser- 
geant Frank Frank, of the Ninth New 
York, who was recently injured under the 
wheels of a moving railroad train; that 
Dr. Hubbard had removed Frank, ‘“‘who 
was in a state of profound shock from his 
injuries,””’ against the protest of Dr. Bax- 
ter and other physicians, and that “as a 
consequence Frank dicd on his way to the 
division hospital, losing the only chance 
he had of recovery by being improperly 
handled.”

Pittsburg, Pa., September 2—John 
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, The Georgia Troops. 

To Senator Bacon, of Georgia, must 
be given the credit for having offered to 
the president a plan whereby the mus- 
tering out of the troops may be accom- 
plished with the best satisfaction. 

The interest of Senator Bacon in this 
question was aroused by the conflict- 
ing elements which are at work in tne 
three regiments mustered into service 
from the state of Georgia. Many of these 
men desire to be musteréd out, while 
many others are equally as anxious to 
remain in the service. The reason for 
this, as pointed out in the letter of Sen- 
ator Bacon to President McKinley, is 
obvious. When the country was threat- 
ened with war, the offer to volunteer 
Was confined to no class; the call of 
patriotism entered college hall, business 
office and every field of activity, so that 
among those who enlisted were men 
who had been the mainsprings in many of 
the industries of the country. Such men 
did not enter the service for the purpose 
of mere soldiering. When their coun- 
try was in danger, their breasts were 
bared to the foe; but when danger had 
passed away, and only policemen were 
needed, these men naturally desired to 
return to their business and their homes. 
Added to this, in the general mustering 
out dictated by public policy, the three 
Georgia regiments will not be retained, 
as it is morally certain that two of 
them will be dropped from the rolls. To 
proceed about this matter arbitrarily 
by company and by regiment would pe 
to muster out men who were willing to 
stay in, and to keep in men who were 
anxious to get out. 

In his letter to the president, which 
is printed elsewhere, Senator Bacon 
draws attention to the fact that tke 
month of September is the beginning of 
the business and educational year in the 
south. To delay the mustering out of 
these men who have good reason for 
getting out until September shall have 
passed, will be to have their places at 
home filled with others, and thus entail 
a loss of time and a misery which will 
go down the whole lives of the men 
affected. ‘The suggestion, therefore, is, 
that since but one regiment is likely 
to be retained in the service, that it be 
made up of those now in service who 
are willing to remain, and that the 
cthers be mustered out ‘while their 
places in business employments are still 
open for their return. 

The suggestion is one which does hon- 
or to the sagacity and forethought of 
Senator Bacon, and which should appeal 
to the strong business sense of the 
president, who must clearly see that there 
is nothing to be gained by retaining as 
mere private soldiers men who are worth 
much more to the country in their bus- 
iness capacity. The Constitution joins 
with Senator Bacon in the appeal to 
the president that he would thus sound 
the wishes of the men now enlisted in 
the Georgia regiments, so that those who 
prefer the life of a soldier may be grat- 
ified by the opportunity to do so, and 
those who prefer the more active Hnes 
of civil life may thus follow their in- 
clination. They have already demon- 
strated their readiness to give their lives 
for their country in the hour of peril, 
and that readiness should not now be 
converted into a penalty for having been 
80 prompt.

A Tribute to Admiral] Schley. 


Admiral Schley is undoubtedly the he- 
ro of Santiago in the eyes of the people, 
north, south, east and west. Sectional 
lines are obliterated in the loyal esteem 
which the whole country entertains for 
this gallant son of Maryland. 

Too modest to claim for himself more 
than an equal share with other brave 
officers in the credit of sinking Cervera’s 
fleet, ‘Admiral Schley merely states that 
the glory of that achievement belongs 
to all in common. This avowal does 
credit to the noble heart of Admiral 
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before the 1st of October, which is. the 
time set for the presentation. 

The Philadelphia Times, in speaking 
of Admiral Schley declares him to be, 
next to Admiral Dewey, the prime hero 
of the present war. In the most eulo- 
gistic terms it commends the vigor with 
which he proceeded to make mince ple 
of Cervera’s fleet when the time came 
for decisive action at Santiago, and 
without casting any slur upon Admiral 
Sampson, it declares that the credit of 
that magnificent piece of work belongs 


chiefly, if not wholly, to Admiral Schley. 


We might quote to this same 
effect the comments of newspa- 
pers from every section, but the fore- 
going citation suffices to emphasize the 
character of these comments. Admiral 
Schley may not officially be given cred- 
it for sinking Cervera’s fleet at Santia- 
go but in the eyes of the people of this 
country and on the page of the impar- 
tial historian, he will always be pro- 
claimed the real victor. 


A Sad Confession. 

The tragic suicide of Lieutenant Colo- 
ne! Henri, because of his participation 
in the Dreyfus complications, is a sad 
confession of the weakness of the French 
republic. 

In extenuation of the act of Colonel 
Henri in forging the letter upon which 
Dreyfus was convicted, it is stated that 
he was a soldier who had been taught 
to obey; that to his mind ‘a hint” was 
the equivalent of a command, and that 
when he understood that his superiors 
wished a certain result attained, he was 
but tao ready to furnish the evidence. 
This confession that le in France—in 
republican France at that—is still sub- 
ject to the whim of a military or a civil 
officer, as it was in the early days of 
the eighteenth century, is not creditable 
to the improvement which the world 
has been led to hope for in the great 
Gallic nation. It seems in the present 
case that certain French officers, of 
whom Dreyfus was one, fell under sus- 
picion of their superiors, and that at 
once they were railroaded through to 
conviction, and the gates of mercy 
through appeal were closed to them. 

All this must lead to a revision of 
the modes of military and judicial pro- 
cedure in France. If it has this result; 
if the people of France, awakening to 
the fact that though they are under a 
nominally republican government, it is 
acting through laws which crushed the 
people before their great revolution, 
will thus lead them to have those 
laws and customs vigorously set aside 
for another and better code, then the 
suffering of Dreyfus upon Devil’s island 
and the sad suicide of Colonel Henri 
will not have been in vain.

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SENATOR BACON’S LETTER 
‘TO THE PRESIDENT. 


Macon, Ga., August 29, 1698.—Ti.e Presi- 
dent, Washington, D. C. Sir: You may 
probably recall the fact that some tett 
days since, you had a conversation wita 
me relative to the propriety. of discharging 
from: the volunteer servize enlisted men 
whose business, educational or family in- 
terests made it important that they should 
be allowed to return to their homes. 

Pursuing the live of that conversation; 
and in accord with the views then express- 
ed by you, I write this Ictter in order that 
if the suggestions contained should be 
favorab y cunzidered, the same may, if you 
deem proper, be referred to the secretary 
of war for his further consideration and ac 
tion. To a very large proportion ef the 
young men of this state, who promptly vol- 
unteered in response to your call, it is of 
the most pressing importance that they 
should be mustered out of service in order 
that they may return to business and other 
engagements which will be lost to them if 
they are not allowed without delay to re- 
sume, them. 

Among the enlisted men of the Georgia 
volunteers are many of the best young 
men of the state, lawyers, doctors, clerks 
in banks, stores, factories, railroads, etc. 
The active business season hers opens 
September ist. Many of the positions held 
by thesd young men have been held open 
for them, but if they cannot return to them 
promptly, their employers must necessarily 
fill their places with others, while the 
clientage of the profgssional men will be 
speedily lost to them. Besides these there 
are many young men in the ranks who 
desire to return to their studies in schools 
and colleges, the terms of all of which 
begin in September. To these must be 
added many more who are the sole support 
of dependent mothers who urgently need 
their return to home work. 

To delay the mustering out of these 
young men is to subject them to incalcula- 
ble sacrifices which they cheerfully anticl- 
pated so long as their active services were 
needed in the fleld. 

There are two Georgia batteries of light 
artillery, the order to muster out which 
has already been issued. 

There are three infantry regiments of 
Georgia volunteers besides the Third regi- 
ment United States volunteers (immunes) 
which both in officers and men is composed 
almost wholly of Georgians. 

The suggestion which I venture to make 
is this: 

It is not probable that all of these regt- 
ments will be retained in the service. 

There are doubtless some men in each 
regiment who desire to remain in the ser- 
vice. There are many in each who are 
anxious to be discharged. 

If it could be promptly determined and 
announced which regiments would be mus- 
tered out, and which would be retained, 
the great anxiety and uncertainty of the 
present situation would be relieved. So 
soon as this was announced men who de- 
sired to remain tn the service would seek 
to be transferred from the regiments to 
be mustered out to that to be retained in 
the service: while those who did not desire 
to remain in the service would seek to be 
discharged from the regiment to be re- 
tained. By these transfers and by recruits 
the regiment to be retained would be filled 
up and drilled before ordered to garrison 
duty in the autumn. 

I take the liberty of again asking your 
attention to this matter, because its im- 
portance is most urgent to those most 
nearly concerned. To many of them delay 
means the loss of business opportunities 
which they may never again regain, while 
to all of them it necessarily involves serious 
pecuniary loss. Very respectfully,

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SOLDIERS REFUSE TO PAY. 


Eight Recruits Board a Train at Lithia 
Springs and Give the Con- 
ductor Trouble. 

Eight United States soldiers are locked 
Up behind the bars of the police barracks 
On the charge of taking possession of a 
freight train on the Southern rallway last 
night and refusing either to get ‘off or pay 

thelr fare. 

A crowd of fwenty\ecruits of the Sev- 
enth and Twenty-fifth infantry, in camp 
at Lithia Springs, poarded a southbound 
freight that passed through the camp at 
8 o'clock: last night te come to Atlanta and 
tank up before leaving for Montauk Point, 
where their detachments will by today. 

Boarding the train, the soldiers piled 
into a coal car half filléa@ with coal, and 
when the conductor came back to order 
them off the recruits refused to move. A 
demand was made on them for the amount 
of the fare to Atlanta, but the soldiers 
laughed at the conductor and dazed him to 
put a member of the party off the train. 

At Austell the conductor stopped long 
enough at the telegraph etation to inform 
police headquarters Yn <Altlanta of the 
state of affairs and request that a squad of 
policemen be sent to the crossing at North 
avenue, on the outskirts of the city, to 
arrest the party of soldiers before they 
could disperse in Atlanta, 

At 9:45 o'clock last night the freight train 
pulled up at the North avenue crossing and 
in waiting for him the conductor found 
Captain Jennings and Sergeant Bedford, 
with a reserve force of eight men. 

The officers were informed by the con- 
ductor that the twenty soldiers had sus- 
pected the trap In waiting for them and 
had jumping from the train at Bellwood, 
half a mile lower down the road. As fast 
as the patrol wagon could go the officers 
started off in the direction of Bellwood, 
with the call officers on their wheelg ‘'keep- 
ing up with the pace. 

In the road engaged in earnest discys- 
sion was seen the boisterous crowd of re- 
cruits. As the officers rode up the ma- 
jority of the men ran, but each policeman 
caught a soldier apiece and after putting 
handcuffs on the crowd the officers started 
off after the rest of the men. Only one 
more of them, however, could be headed 
off. 

At police barracks the soldiers were lock- 
ed up in cells and charged with disorderly 
conduct. Of the number captured five of 
them were colored recruits of the Twenty- 
fifth infantry ang three white men of the 
Seventh regimer The names of the white 
men were given as Charles McDonald, Ar- 
thur Bushork and Charles (Mather. The 
negroes gave their names as William Car- 
penter, William Hightower, John Echols, 
John Brown and Clover Smith.

The meeting was most enthusiastic from 
beginning to end. With a determination 
to reduce the cost of street lighting, and if 
found practicable and advisable, to erect a 
municipal plant, these business men have 
organized with the purpose of doing some- 
thing. They will enter the political cam- 
paign with a vengeance, and from now on 
will work assiduously in all quarters and 
at all times for the cause they represent. 
The candidate in favor of municipal own- 
ership will get their support. They will 
fight the candidates opposed to municipal 
ownership to the bitter end. The question 
of street lighting promises to be the prom- 
inént issue of the campaign. Heretofore 
candidates have not been required to stata 


figures were based on estimates gathered 
from some of the most capable 
electrical firms in the country, and were 
absolutely reliable. He said that a plant 
could be built for $140,000 that would operate 
one-third more lights than are now in use 
at a total saving of 40 per cent of the 
present contract price. They attacked the 
figures on the ground that they were too 
small. We asked them to point out wherein 
the figures were too small, and they did 
not do it then, and they cannot do it now. 

‘We are paying nearly 12 per cent of the 
total income of the city for electric lights 
on the streets. The bill will be $73,000 this 
year. It ought not to be over $40,000. I am

“In an interview recently published a 
candidate for mayor of the city of Atlanta 
opposes minicipal ownership. He tries to 
deceive voters by making the insinuation 
that it would mean increased taxation. It 
is absolutely untrue. He knows it as well 
as I, and it is simply a political scheme of 
his to get votes. A city plant can be built 
without a cent’s increase in taxation and 
without a bond issue. 

“It is no need for me to mention names. 
You know exactly who I mean. The or- 
ganization of this league is the best means 
to get the subject before the public. It Js 
the only way to make the movement ef- 
fective. We have got a hard fight hefore 
us and unless we take a decided stand on 
these matters the first thing we know 
council will be unanimously opposed to 
what we want. This is no time for mere 
resoluting, but it ts high time to act. 
(Cheers.) Politics is the means by which 
we must accomp!ish our purpose. There are 
certain candidates right now soliciting the 
labor vote and claiming to be friends with 


the laboring people, and these vote solici- 


tons are opposed to every instinct of labor. 
Heretofore we have been in the habit of 
voting for clever men.

They Feel That the Tne Has Arrived To 
Put a Stop to the Discrimina- 
lions Against Atlanta, 


WILL GIVE MOVEMENT THEIR SUPPORT 


It Is Believed if Proper Steps Are 
Taken That the Roads Can Be 
Induced To Grant Atlanta 
Privileges Enjoyed by 
Other Cities of the 
South.

THE MOVEMENT TO ORGANIZE A 
transportation and freight bureau in At- 
jlanta in order to secure for the shippers 
of this city the same privileges enjoyed by 
the shippers of the city of Nashville was 
widely discussed yesterday and met with 
favor on all sides. 

The firms who most keenly feel the with- 
drawal of the secret privileges which had 
been granted by the Western and Atlantic 
railroad realize that something must be 
done and the majority of them are of the 
opinion that the only way in which they 
can secure any concession from the roads 
will be to establish a freight bureau and 


- demand what they want. 


Mayor Collier is squarely in the freight 
rate fight and is determined to aid heartily 
in the effort to force the companies to 
grant Atlanta all privileges which other 
cities in this territory get. 

He is heartily in favor of the establish- 
ment of a freight bureau, and will go be. 
fore the board of directors of the chamber 
of commerce at their next regular meeting 
and attempt to solicit the aid of that body 
in the movement. He believes the chamber 
is the proper power to take charge of 
the matter, and see, even if the state rail- 
road commission haa to be appealed to, 
that Atlanta merchants are not treated so 
unfairly. 

“Without a doubt,” said Mayor Collier 
yesterday afternoon, “‘some strong effort 
should be made at once to interfere in 
this unjust discrimination against Atlante 
merchants. It ig nothing short of an in- 
famous outrage against our city that 
should not be tolerated. 

“I intend to go before the board of di- 
rectors of the chamber of commerce at the 
next meeting and ask them to take some 
steps toward the remedying of the trouble. 
This body, representing the business inter- 
ests of the city, is the proper agency to 
Aart the movement and carry it through. 
It is the merchants of the city who are be- 
ing diseriminted against, and it is nothing 
but right that a body organized for the up- 
building of commercial interests should 
take some steps for the protection of its 
constituency. 

“A freight bureau would be of inestima- 
ble v@lue to the town. Joe Brown would 
make an excellent man at the head of it. 
He has made a study of freight rates for 


&@ number of years and knows his business. 


We had this matter agitated some time 
ago. After a good deal of enthusiasm had 
been aroused, it suddenly dropped. On in- 
véstigating I found that the very mer- 
chants who had complained had secured 
an adjustment of their difficulties and had 
Withdrawn from the crusade. The great 
Wouble in the movement ig that it is hard 
to get the co-operation of the very men 
Who are injured by this unjust discrimina- 
tlon. They are in fayor of a reform, but 
s0mehow are afraid to speak out for fear 
the roads might do something to hurt 
them. There are also merchants here who 
receive good rebates and who are opposed 
to any reform movement. This movement, 
in order to be a success, must be backed up 
by the commercial interests of this city, 
and when these interests speak, something 
ig sure to happen. 
Benefits To Be Derived. 

“This freight bureau, if properly man- 
aged, would save the Atlanta merchants a 
lot of trouble, in that it would manage all 
their claims against the roads, settle dif- 
ferences in rates, etc.. to say nothing of 
seeing that the local merchants are treated 
fairly as compared with other cities. It 
Would be the duty of the manager of the 
bureau, in ¢ase of complaints, to appear 
before the rate committees of the roads. 
If'no satisfactory adjustment could be

made there, then to appeal to the railroad 
commission, where a fair and impartial 
hearing could certainly be had. Nearly 
all other cities of any wmportance in the 
country have freight: bureaus, which 
result in much good to the com- 
mercial interests. It would be 
best, I think, to support this bureau 
by public subscription <hrough the cham- 
ber of commerce, but if this cannot be 
dane, then there are other ways. In 6ev- 
eral cities of the north the boards of 
trade, as they are called, virtually rule 
the towns, Here it is different. Compara- 
tively speaking, our chamber of commerce 
is a corpse. What we want is unanimity 
of purpose and more life, and then some 
gcod will result, 

“There is no need for me to go into the 
subject of freight rates to show that At- 
lanta is discriminated against. It is as 
plam as the nocrday sun. As stated in 
today’s Constitution, Nashville has much 
better privileges than this city, and the 
result is that we are losing some of our 
best citizens who are moving there. This 
businees is hurting Atlanta, and the soon- 
er We stop it the better. And stop it we 
can, if we will only take the proper steps. 
Now is the time for all good men to 
come to the rescue of théir city.” 

There Is a Way To Win. 


A number of prominent shippers were 


seen yesterday and asked for their views- 


on the subject. Without a single excep- 
tion, they were heartily in favor of es- 
tablishing the bureau and stated that 
they would assist the movement in every 
way poesible. 

Mr. J. B. Maddox, of the firm of J. J. & 
J. E. Maddox, who are «xtensive shippers, 
went so far as to say that he would give 
$100 a year to the bureau for five years 
if it is established and is Known as the 
“Bureau of Shippers.’’ 

Other shippers are equally as strong in 
favor of the bureau as Mr. Maddox, and 
the indications are that immediate steps 
will be taken looking to the establishment 
of such an institution. The shippers are 
unanimous in the opinion that the time to 
act has arrived and they are desirous of 
taking as bold a stand as possible. 

The complaint among the shippers is 
not so much that the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis and Western and 
Atlantic railroads are giving Nashville 
low rates and discriminating in her favor 
in other ways, but the objection is that 
Atlamta is mot treated in,a similar man- 
ner. The fight seems to be not against 
Nashville, but for Atlanta. 

Several solutions to the problem have 
been suggested and one of these is the 
shipping of goods over different routes. 
There are several routes that could be 
used, and in this way the discriminating 
roads could be avoided. 

As soon as the Western and Atlantic 
withdrew the secret privileges to Atlanta 
shippers on month ago, the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern railroad put a man 
here to work business from the west 
over its line. This company offered a 
route by the Cimcinnati Southern to Chat- 
tanooga, over its own line from Chatta- 
nooga to Carrollton and thence into At- 
lanta by the Central. 

The Kansas City, Memphis and Birm- 
ingham has also been actively at work, 
offering a route from Kansas City amd 
St. Louis by way of Birmingham, thence 
over the Central to Opelika, where the 
business is turned over to the Central to 
bring on to Atlanta. 

These are some of the routes in addition 
to the Mobile and Ohio and the Southern 
railway, which are taiked of as preferred 
lines for the punishment of the roads 
which favor Nashville, enabling her to 
take business firms away from Atlanta. 

All the roads except the Louisville and 
Nashville and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis have fought the favors ex- 
tended to Nashville, but they have never 


succeeded in breaking them up. &till all 


traffic men say that it would be possible 
to either force the two roads at interest 


,.to discontimue the privileges at Nashville 


or givé them?’ to Atlamta. They say it 
rests entirely with the business men of 
this city. 

What Mr. Maddox Says. 
Mr. J. E. Maddox, of the firm of J. J: 


& J. E. Maddox, is heartily in favor of the 
establishment of a freight bureau, and 
will do all‘in his power to afd the move- 
ment. He spoke interestingly on the sub- 
ject when seen yesterday. 


“This is no new thing to me,” said he; 


“T have been hammering away on it for 
years, but all efforts to do anything have 


fairly is admitted on all sides. It seems 
to be a question with them, not of what is 
a just rate, but of how much will Atlanta 
stand. 

“The interests of Atlanta should be rep- 
resented before the railroads. When we 
want anything in the legislature we send 
men there to represent us. It should be 
the same way in this case. When we want 
anything yfrom the railroads we should 
send men to represent us, and they should 
demand justice. 

“I am thoroughly in favor of the freight 
bureau, but think it should be a bureau of 
shippers, composed entirely of shippers. If 
such a bureau were established I would, be 
willing to give $100 a year for five years 
toward it. It should have some good man 
at the head of it, a man who would look 
after the interests of Atlanta. I don’t ob- 
ject to the roads discriminating in favor of 
Nashville and giving her good rates and 
privileges, but I do object to their not 
treating Atlanta in the same way. The 
fight is not against Nashville, but for At- 
lanta.”’ 

Mr. A. P. Morgan. 

Mr. A. P. Morgan said: “I am heartily 
in favor of the idea of establishing a freight 
bureau, and think steps should be taken 
looking to that end. I think Mr. Joseph 
Brown is a good man for the place. The 
discriminations against Atlanta by the rail- 
roads are highly injurious, and we should 
obtain the same rates and privileges as are 
granted other cities.” 

,Captain T. B. Neal. 

Captain T. B. Nea} favors the establish- 
ment of a freight bureau as an extreme 
measure. “Quiet and peaceable methods 
should be used, and I think the railroads 
will acquiesce,’ said he. “Of course if 
they will not listen to us, then some step 
of this kind should be taken.”’ 

Mr. H. Y. McCord. 

Mr. H. Y. McCord favors the establish- 
ment of a freight bureau and would aid 
in the movement. He says so many ef- 
forts have been mAde to secure good rates 
and privileges from the roads, without suc- 
cess, that he is discOuraged. He favors 
the bureau plan, however, and is willing 
to do all he can to make it a success and 
to stop the discriminations against At- 
lanta. 

Messrs. Stewart Woodson amd T. H. 
Martin, both prominent members of the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce, were seen 
yesterday, and 
speak for publication on the matter. Earh 
declared that he had nothing to say, and 
could not be induced to give his views. 

Those who are directly interested in the 
matter are doing some hard thinking and 
talking, and at present it seems that the 
matter wil] end in the establishment of a 
bureau of freight and transportation. The 
inclination is in that direction, and the 
movement is gaining strength every day. 
The most prominent shippers of the city 
will give it both their moral and financial 
support, and if it is established the outlook 
is that it will be a grand success,

Recrults for the Seventeenth Infantry 
Go from Camp Cleary te 
Camp Wikof 


FOUR OFFICERS LEET AT POST 


Departure of So Many Officers from 
the Fort Will Leave Captain 
Forbes Without Enough 
Men To Perform the 
Routine Duties of 
Garrison. 


THREE DETACHMENTS OF RE- 
cPuits will leave for Montauk Point to- 
day and the other detachments at the 
four camps in the state will be sent off 
as soon as their commanders announce 
that the men are ready. 

A communication was received by Adju- 
tant Hall, of the department of the gulf, 
yesterday, from Major Brown, commanding 
the recruit camp at Lithia Springs, inform- 
ing him that the recruits for the Seventn 
and Eighth infantry were in readiness to 
leave for Camp Wikoff at any moment, and 
these two detachments will be the Van- 
guard to Montauk Point. 

The department of the gulf was also in- 
formed by Major Bubb, in charge of the 
camp at Newnan, Ga., that the Seven- 
teenth infantry detachments at Pearl 
Springs would be ready whenever (trans- 
portation could be obtained for them. 

The three detachments to leave this a’- 
ternoon are among the largest of any in 
the state and will take away about one- 
fourth of the total number of men, The 


Seventh thas 407 recruits at Lithia Springs 
and th: Eighth regiment 377. At Pearl 


“Springs are camped 342 recruits for the 


Seventeenth infantry, under Captain Rod- 
gers, which together with the other two 
detachments to leave, makes more than 
1,100 soldiers who will start for the in- 
fected camp at Montauk Point before the 
end of the week. 

At Camp Cleary, near Newnan, the re- 
cruits will be got off before most of the 
detachments move in the other camps, as 
Major Bubb has wired that all his men will 
be in readiness when the quartermaster cf 
the department furnishes him with the 
transportation. 

Recruits at Post Go Monday. 

At Fort McPherson thé recruits,for the 
Twentieth and Twenty-second regiinents 
will probably be the last to leave for the 
north, as the equipment ‘for the troops has 
not all arrived and may not come untill 
tomorrow. One of the detachments may 
leave, however, Monday morning in com- 
mand of First Lieutenant Moody. 

The departure of the men ami officers 
from the post will leave the command at 


+ that place in a very difficult position, as 


there will not be officers enough to perform 
the routine duties of the garrison unless 
others are sent ¢to take the places of those 
who go away. Only four officers will be 
left at the post, including the commander, 
Captain Forbes, who has requested the 
department of the gulf to allow some of 
the Meutenants now at the post to remain 
until their places can be taken by others. 
The commander was informed that the or 
der of the war department was imperative 
and that the officers would have to ac- 
company their detachments to Montauk. 

Expressions of dismay at the unusual 
order of the war department in sending all 
recruits to jpin their regiments at Mon- 
tauk Point at this time were heard on 
all sides yesterday. In view of the repott 
as to the condition of the camp coming 
from high medical authorities, and even 
from surgeons of the army, it seems crim- 
inal to put 4,000 recruits in the camp when 
the men who are there now should be 
moved as soon as possible. 

Some of the volunteer regiments at 
Camp Wikoff ‘have been ordered to leave 
and will do so as soon as the men can ob- 
tain transportation, but no orders have 
yet been issued for the removal of the 
regular regiments, the commands to which 
the recruits in Georgia belong. 

Recruits Better Off in Georgia. 

It was suggested by an officer in the 
city yesterday that it would be better, in 
his opinion, for all concerned if the re- 
cruits could be maintained in camp where 
they are at present until thelr regiments 
are sent from Montauk Point to their re- 
spective barracks throughout the country. 
He said: 

“While I @on’t like to take a position in 
this way, it*seems to me that little can be 
gained through the movement proposed by 
the war department. If the recruits are 
put with their regiments, little can be ac- 
complished in the way of drill for the 
present at least, and believing that noth- 
ing would happen to any of the men in the 
recruit detachments if they are sent to 
Montauk, it would be infinitely better for 
them to remain just where they are for 
a time. 

“The officials of the war department may 
have some reason for the movement un-

HIester's New Orleans cotton exchange an- 
nual report was issued in full today: 

He puts the cotton crop of 1897-38 
11,199,954 bales, am increase of 2,242,03) bales 
over 1896-97. and says that of this increase 
$27,000 was in Texas, including Indian Ter- 
ritory, 943,000 in the group of other gult 
states, consisting of Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Oklahuma and Mis- 
souri, and 672,000 in the group of Atlantic 
States. consisting of Alabama, Georgia, 
Florida, North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Virginia. 

Mr. Hester puts the average commercial 
value of the crop at $28.62 per bale, against 
$36.76 last year, $41.09 the year before and 
$30 in 1894-95, and the total value of the 
crop at $320,553,000, against $321,925,000 last 
year, $294,095,000 year before last and $297,- 
088,000 in 1894-95, showing that the south 
obtained for this year’s crop, which was 
nearly two and a half mi-lions of bales 
greater than last year, $1,372,000 less. 

He puts the total] spindles in the south 
at 4.056,244, an increase over last year of 
205,253. These include 251,000 new and not 
contemplated, most of which may be 
brought into play this fall and early next 
spring. The net gain in the number of 
soutnern mills over last year has been 
nine, making the total now 491 and the 
consumption has been divided as follows: 

Alabama, 101,162 bales, an increase of 
16,584; Arkansas, 1,894, an incr.pase of 1,068; 
Georgia, 258,617, an increase of 31,900: Ken- 
tucky, 26,156, an increase of 1,735: Louisiana, 
16,049, a decrease of 329; Missouri, 3,735, an 
increase of 583; Mississippi, 2,080, an in- 
crease of 2,438; North Caroiina, 332,801, an 
increase of 73,878; South Carolina, 378,154,

In relation to the new crop, he says that 
in August of this year only 29,00) bales 
were received at the ports, against 54,000 
last year and 166,000 year before last. 

In reference to the general: manufactur- 


north and south, Mr. Hester says tha€ the 
Same causes have operated to depress the 
industry in the north and east which oper- 
ated last year; and, notwithstanding the 
low prices of the staple, of which the mills 
bought largely, there has been little if any 
margin of profits; in fact, it is.claimed 
many of the mills were run at a loss. 
' The south, on the contrary, has done 
well. It has added more spindles and its 
increase in the number of bales consumed 
is greater than has yet been recorded in 
any one year. Nearly every mill in. the 
south has shared in the increased con- 
sumption of cotton to a greater or less ex- 
temt, and in reply to the question as to 
whether they tnad been affected by the 
unfavorable trade conditions, the almost 
universal response has been ‘‘no.”” 

The takings north and south during the 
past year are the heaviest on record, 
amounting in round figures to 3,444,000 bales. 
in the north the iow price of cotton in- 
duced the spinners to buy freely, and with‘ 
an approximate consumption for the year 
Of 1,875,000 bales, they hold a stock now of 
412,000 bales, which is greater than at the 
close of any previous season. 

Mr. Hester gives a comparative statement 
of cotton spindles in the United States by 
States compared with the country’s figures 
for 1890, showing the total number of cot- 
ton spindles in the country in round fig- 
tres to be 19,284,000, against 14,550,000 in 
the census year. The increase in the north 
and east, principally in the New England 
states, during the eight years has been 
2,290,000 spindles, while the increase in the 
Southern states amounts to ~,444,000, mak- 
ing co total increase for the United States 

These figures, he g0es on to say, are 
significant indications of the progress of 
the cotton spinning industry of the United 
States during the past eight years. They 
are, perhaps, the best measure of the 
changes that have taken place, and they

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


August Failures Smaller Than in Any 
Month for Five Years. 


New York, September 2.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade will say to- 
morrow: 

“Tiae gmallest failures ever recorded in 
any month for five years were those of Au- 
gust. No other month since the monthly 
reports were vwommenced by Dun's re- 
view exclusively, has shown defaulted lia- 
bilities as smail within $1,000,000, and the 
ta.io of such defaults to solvent business, 
represented by exchanges through all clear- 
ing houses, only $108.7 in $100,0tv, is smaller 
by 26.5 per cent than in any previous month, 
tne ciearings have been the airgest ever 
known in August and 23 per cent larger 
than in 1892. 

“The enormous volume of business in a 
month usuaily one of the most inactive of 
ine year, demands attention. Postponement 
during the months of war of some con- 
tracts and purchases which have now 
come forward explains part of the increase, 
and the strong absorbtion of securities 
explains part, but there has also been a 
great decline in the average of prices for 
ail] commodities, so that it takes a mudh 
larger volume of business in tons or bush- 
eis to make up transactions amounting to 
a million more than in 18$2. It is thereiore 
strictly true that business is larger than in 
the very best of all past years, and yet 
there is every prospect of much further in- 
crease. 

“tnere is no room to doubt that the 
wheat crop, though it may fal) a shade 
beluw some estimates, wil] prove the largest 
ever harvested, and although Beerbohm es- 
timates Europe's crop at 232,000,000 bushels 
more than the last, that would be only 
about an average yield, while other evi- 
dence is less favorable. Foreign buying has 
been strong, so that Atlantic exports for 
the week have been 3,326,875 bushe.s, 
against 258,651 last year. But receipts at 
the west are increasing, and the price has 
dropped 5c for spot, though the Septem- 
ber option is %c Jower for the week. 

“Corn has fallen a fraction, later reports 
indicating a less satisfactory yield, and 
probably not more than should be con- 
sumed at home, enlarging the stock of ani- 
mals. 

“The advance of 1-lfe in cotton to 5.81c, 
and followed by a little better milling de- 
mand, with ratner less favorable reports of 
probable yield, but the crop is at the worse 
likely to exceed the worid’s needs. ‘I'he 
New Orieans exchange makes the output 
for the past year 11,199,994 bales, and the 
southern consumption 1,192,621 bales.

The market was 
under the combined influence of the ex- 
hausting heat. the tightening money mar- 
ket and the approach of the Labor day 
holiday. It had fallen into complete 
lethargy by noon and the governing com- 
mittee were induced to reconsider their re- 
fusal to close the exchange on Saturday 
and decided to suspend trading from 3 
o'clock today until 10 o’clock next Tuesday 
morning. The announcement of this de- 
cision demonstrated that the weakness of 
some stocks earlier in the day had been 
due to speculative short selling shown by 
the demand to cover shorts. Manhattaa 
scored an extreme improvement. after 
marked early weakness of 2% and Tobacco. 
after a loss of nearly 4 points, recovered 
1%. The early activity centered in the Pa- 
cific’s, the preferred stocks showing special 
Strength on the decision of the Northern 
Pacific directors, announced later in the 
day to put aside a reserve fund of $3,000,000 
to insure the continuity of preferred divi- 
dends. The common stock fell off a point 
on selling by holders disappointed in expec- 
tation that the surplus would be distributed 
as a dividend on the common stocks. 

The market generally drifted to a lower 
level in the later dealings due to taking 
of traders’ profits in anticipation of the 
three days interval of trading.

THE CASH DEMAND WAS GOOD 


Hot Weather and Bad Crop Reports 
Held Corn Steady—Oats Follow- 
ed Wheat and Corn. 


Chicago, September 2.—Big Northwestern 
receipte tabas with a big yield in Nebraska 
forced prices lower. September closed 13@ 
1%c lower. Corn declined 4c. Oats “c 
lower. Provisions leit off Tc lower. 

Tine heavy receipts at Minneapolis and 
Duluth favored the bears. Although Liver- 
pool reported 4d advance in the price of 
tutures, it did not affect the market for the 
better. The market found sellers in the 
majority at the opening and generally 
throughout the forenoon September wheat 
had sunk into the restful condition usu4l 
with an active trading month that has 
outlived its best days and entered the 
thirty last days of its earthly career. Chi- 
cago receipts were 176 cars. The North- 
western receipts were 946 cars, against 458 
a year ago, ond the aggregate at western 
primary markets was over 200,000 bushels 
in excess of those on the corresponding 
day o year ago. A Nebraska grain dealers 
association issued a circular making an 
estimate of from 45,000,000 to 55,000,000 bush- 
els as the size of the wheat crop of that 
state. Nebraska considered last years crop 
a heavy one, but owing to the government 
report the Nebraska wheat crop lost year 
was only 27,450,000 bushels. Today’s esti- 
mate gave the market another black eye. 
September opened unchanged at 64%c, de- 
clined to 68c and closed at 63%c buyers. 
December started unchanged to %c lower 
at 624%c, firmed up to 62%c, gradually de- 
clined to &l%c and closed at 6l%c. 

Corn rather impressed its own character 
upon the wheat market yesterday, but to- 
day conditions were reversed. Wheat be- 
ing heavy, it weighed upon corn and help- 
ed to cause the heaviness shown by the 
latter. Some of the leading longs in corn 
appeared to see reasons and opened the 
weakness in wheat, while corn was no 
longer the valuable commodity in their eyes 
it appeared to be yesterday. A good many 
dumped their holdings, and of course there 
were several watchful bears around the 
pit ready to take advantage of wavering 
in ranks of their opponents.
